Beck startled newsmen when 
asked who would be the next 
president of the giant union 
by replying: “ I certainly know, 
but I’m not going to say.”

IIP)—It would be 
cheaper to give children fluor­ 
ide in milk than through the 
city water supply, according to 
Wallace Rankin of the Nebras­ 
ka Testing Laboratories. 


Te estimated that fluorida­ 
tion of the Omaha city water 
supply would cost approximate­ 
ly $30,000 per year—about 10 
cents per person.

In nine o u t o r 10 cases, d i­ 
v o rces are so u ght o n ^o ne o f 
three gro u nd s— u su ally mental 
cru elty — u nd er which the co u rt 
m u st award the “inno cent p ar­ 
ty ” mo re than 5 0 p er cent o f 
p ro p erty acq u ired since m arri­ 
age. Ho wev er, this co u ld be 5 1 
o r 99 p er cent. 
Ju st ho w m u ch is u p to the 
ju d ge. Ex cep t fo r a few' ju d ges 
who try to p u nish “the gu ilty 
p arty .” ju rists say that in p rac­ 
tice the p ro p erty is sp lit near­ 
ly 5 0-5 0 w hatev er the gro u nd s | 
u nless nu m ero u s child ren are 
inv o lv ed .

As fo r these d e­ 
crees, the lawy ers say to the 
man m u ttering abo u t the in­ 
ju stice o f it all at stag p arties, 
that if he gets a raw d eal, he 
sho u ld no t blame the law, bu t 
his o wn gallantry . 
Almo st inv ariably it is the 
wo man who seeks the d iv o rce, 
and the man d o es no t ev en ap ­ 
p ear in co u rt. Since she filed 
the charges, she au to matically 
beco mes the “inno cent p arty ” 
and is entitled to the larger 
share o f the p ro p erty . 
No t o nly this, bu t o nce a co u ­ 
p le has d ecid ed o n a d iv o rce, 
the hu sba'nd so metimes go es 
o u t to d eliberately p ro v id e her 
with ev id ence to su p p o rt her 
accu satio ns. 
Tho se d efend ing the p resent 
law say the hu sband has ju st 
as mu ch right to seek the great­ 
er share o f co mmu nity p ro p er­ 
ty as his wife. If he d o esn’t 
seek it, he has no o ne to blame 
bu t himself. 
“It’s a go o d law,” say s Su ­ 
p erio r Co u rt Ju d ge Go rd o n A. 
Fleu ry o f Sacramento . “It ac­ 
co mp lishes its p u rp o se o f p ro ­ 
tecting the wife and child ren, 
and still leav es the p ro p erty 
d iv isio n mainly u p to the d is­ 
cretio n o f the ju d ge.”

Bishop Block 


Hits Tax Plan 


SAN FRANCISCO OP) — Rt. 
Rev. Karl Morgan Block, Epis­ 
copal bishop of California, an­ 
nounced his opposition yester­ 
day to an initiative that would 
deny tax exemption to non­ 
profit schools.

But on the second meet­ 
ing with the same person, you 
are expected to kiss him or her 
on each cheek. “ For awhile I 
would forget,” laughed Sharon, 
“ but they would forgive me be­ 
cause I was an American.” 
The main meal oL the day 
was in the evening, always six 
courses accompanied by wine. 
“ One time, it was so funny,” re­ 
called Sharon. “ We went to a 
dinner party and there were 
seven glasses lined up in front 
of each place, 
and of course 
the smallest was for water.” 
Sharon brought home mem­ 


entos of the five bull fights she 
saw in Portugal—a green and 
red cap of wool with a tasseled 
tail like a stocking cap, some­ 
thing

worn

fights, 
and two paper-fringed 
bandarillas

Patently , Lindsay will be on 
the side of Gov . Goodwin J. 
Knight,

or.” At the same time, he 
claimed Knowland, who earli­ 
er decried procrastination on 
the part of the administration 
in solv ing the state's water 
problems, was “only doing 
California as a whole a great 
disserv ice.”

rights was adopted. 


SEN. KNOWLAND said in 
one of his speeches that he is 
not certain a constitu tional 
amendment is necessary at 
the present time. Some legis­ 
lators, anx iou s to delay water 
dev elopment, 
differed 
with 
this opinion. 


Actu ally , there was little 
leadership in the Legislatu re 
insofar as water legislation 
was concerned. 


At this particu lar point, it 
does not appear there will be 
any firm agreement on the 
part of legislators pointing 
toward a special session this 
fall on water, which Gov .

In due course, it deliv­ 
ered 26 trout. 
The trout, fed on ground ox 
liver and herring, thrived.

The M.P. notified the Minis­ 
try of Works, which asked Ag­ 
riculture kindly to come and 
remove its trout. 
Agriculture thought of using 
an electrical stunning device, 
but this would stun the gold­ 
fish, too. A net was considered, 
but goldfish are delicate and 
might die of the excitement. 
In the end, it was decided to 
fish the trout out, using liver 
for bait.

Utilities and Corp orations, said 
th e main p u rp ose of th e in­ 
qu iry was to determine if th ere 
is need for state laws to regu ­ 
late local franch ises of p ay TV. 


Some h int of th e comp lex ity 
of th e p roblem was giv en wh en 
Alex Yaku tis, dep u ty legislativ e 
cou nsel, reminded th e commit­ 
tee th at th e state Su p reme 
Cou rt recently h eld th at a com­ 
mu nity antenna serv ice estab­ 
lish ed by p riv ate comp anies in 
isolated commu nities to im­ 
p rov e recep tion was not a p u b­ 
lic u tility . 


He added th at th e state’s 
p owers in th e wire transmis­ 
sion field are not clearly de­ 
fined and it is not definitely 
known wh at ju risdiction th e 
state wou ld h av e ov er closed 
circu it telev ision. 
Melv in E. Mezek, u tility en­ 
gineer for th e state Pu blic Util­ 
ities Commission, said th at al­ 
th ou gh th e PUC regu lates tele­ 
p h one comp anies it is dou bt­ 
fu l if th e commission cou ld 
regu late th e serv ices of a lessee 
of telep h one comp any facilities. 
Pay TV wou ld u se facilities of 
telep h one comp anies. 
Jordan Bey er, a rep resenta­ 
tiv e of th e National Jerrold Sy s­ 
tems, said th at th ere may not 
be any p ay telev ision at all.

Fire gutted two rooms of a 
Laurel Canyon home and caus­ 
ed damage estimated at $7,000 
before San Anselmo firemen 
controlled it early today. 
Howard A. Onstott, his wife, 
Katheryn and their three chil­ 
dren safely fled the rustic-type 
house at 420 Laurel avenue 
just after the living room and 
kitchen burst into flames at 
5:30 a.m. 
A chesterfield shoved over a 
floor furnace outlet ignited, 
and the blaze spread through­ 
out the two rooms, according 
to Fire Chief Nello Marcucci, 
who gave the $7,000 estimate 
of damage. 
He said smoke, 
water and heat damage to the 
rest of the rooms was exten­ 
sive. 


The family escaped, clad 
only 
in 
bedclothes, 
and 
watched the 
fire with a 
small crowd of neighbors at­ 
tracted by the glow in the 
sky. 


Firemen were called at 
5:35 a.m. 
When two units 
of volunteers and regulars 
arrived minutes later, flames 
were spurting from the liv­ 
ing room windows. 
Assist­ 
ant Chief Frank Sousa said 
the fire was under control 
in less than 10 minutes. 


The Onstott family moved in 
with their landlord, David A. 
Campbell, at 31 Kemp avenue, 
nearby. 
Campbell 
said 
the 
house and its furnishings were 
insured. 


HE GETS RED CARPET 
'Walking Man' 
Pauses In Marin 


When the sunburned, red- 
haired man with a knapsack on 
his back stopped at Hamilton 
Air Force Base main gate last 
evening and asked for a place 
to sleep, the guard was a bit 
taken aback. 
But the red carpet was out 
when the visitor was identified 
as Dr. Werner Mahau, 35, a 
dental technician from Brus­ 
sels, .Belgium. 
Dr. Mahau’s fame had pre­ 
ceded him to Hamilton. He is 
the walking man. 
He started walking July 3, 
1956, 
from 
Montreal. 
Four 
months and thre days later, he 
arrived at Vancouver, B.C. He 
accepted no rides en route 
there, not has he since — al­ 
though he is keeping a careful 
list of names of those who offer 
them. 
^ 
Canadian officials were so 
impressed by having a visitor 
waiting to see their country 
enough to walk across it that 
they flew Dr. Mahau back to 
Montreal for radio and televis­ 
ion appearances. 
“Four months and three days 
to walk it, and five hours and 
35 minutes to return,” 
com­ 
mented the Belgian today with 
a smile. 
Then he was flown back to 
Vancouver. 
He interrupted hia journey 
to work for several months at 
Canadian dental laboratories— 
to raise money for more walk­ 
ing tour. He crossed the border 
early last month. Since arriv­ 
ing in the United States, how­ 
ever, he has not worked—too 
much red tape about income 
tax, licenses, etc., he indicated. 
“People have b e e n very 
good to me,” he said. 
“They 
feed me, 
replace 
my 
shoes 
(which have especially 
heavy 


rubber soles) and give me a 
place to sleep.” 
And when they don’t give 
him a place to sleep, “I enjoy 
very much sleeping in the open 
under the trees and stars,” he 
declared. 
He had a place to sleep last 
night—as guest of Col. George 
Ceuleers, Hamilton base com­ 
mander. 
There are two reasons for 
his walking journey, said Dr. 
Mahau: “First, to see the coun­ 
try and its industries, and sec­ 
ond, to meet the people.” 
He 
takes 16-mm movies as he goes. 
During the trek across Can­ 
ada, Dr. Mahau lost 15 pounds, 
he related. 
Since he starting 
hiking south down the Pacific 
Coast of the U.S.A., he’s drop­ 
ped another seven-and-one-half 
pounds. But he appeared in top 
condition as he strode out of 
Hamilton today, 
planning to 
break a bottle of champagne 
at the Golden 
Gate 
Bridge, 
visit Mayor George Christopher 
in San Francisco, and then head 
on south. 
He doesn’t plan to end his 
tour in the United States. He’ll 
walk all the way to Venezuela, 
sail to Cuba, head back up the 
Atlantic Coast—and then head 
home to Brussels. 
He figures he’ll be home in 
another eight months, after a 
30,000-mile hike. 


REFERENDUM CASE 


TO GO TO COURT 


San Rafael Clerk Ordered To Show Cause 


Why Petitions Not Certified As Valid 


San Rafael City Clerk W. L. 
Morgan must appear in Marin 
Superior Court at 2 p.m. Sept. 
23 to tell why he rejected more 
than 600 referendum petitions 
by citizens who oppose two 
city 
ordinances 
adopted 
in 
July. 
Judge Thomas F. Keating 
yesterday signed an alternative 
writ of mandate ordering Mor­ 
gan to certify the petitions or 
show cause why he should not. 
Roy R. Rhodes of 117 Union 
street went to court yesterday 
through his attorneys, Rock­ 
well, Fulkerson and Wilson. 
OPPOSES ORDINANCES 
Rhodes opposes the two or­ 
dinances, one setting up a de­ 
partment of public works and 
the other making that depart­ 
ment independent of the city 
manager. He initiated a refer­ 
endum campaign, getting more 
than 600 signatures. 
The city clerk found every­ 
thing valid except one thing— 
copies of the ordinances were 
not attached to each individual 
petition when they were filed 
with him. Morgan thus refused 
to accept the petitions. 
Attorney Joseph G. Wilson, 
former city councilman who is 
representing Rhodes, declared 
that the chief reason for the 
court action is to protect the 
people’s right to a referendum. 
“In this case a doubtful tech­ 
nicality was availed of to de­ 
prive the people of the refer­ 
endum right that the charter 
guarantees,” said Wilson. 
He pointed out that petition­ 


er Rhodes is not trying to force 
any decision from the city 
council regarding the depart­ 
ment of public works or its re­ 
lation to the city manager. 
“We understand that the 
councilmen are working that 
out and we anticipate and hope 
that they will arrive at a com­ 
promise,” Wilson added. “Our 
principal concern is protection 
of the referendum right and to 
keep faith with those who 
worked hard to circulate peti­ 
tions and to sign them.” 


RHODES’ CHARGES 
Rhodes charges that the city 
clerk’s refusal was “arbitrary 
and without any right or au­ 
thority whatsoever” and timt 
the clerk is neglecting to 
form the duty enjoined upon 
him by the charter. 
If the court upholds Rhodes 
and the more than 600 peti­ 
tioners and orders Morgan to 
accept the referendum peti 
tions, the city council must 
either repeal the two ordi­ 
nances or put the matters to a 
public vote. 
The ordinances In question 
were passed by a three-man 
majority of the council over 
the objections of Mayor John F. 
Mclnnis and Councilman Char­ 
les W. Aby.

Northern Lights Cast Red Glow 


Over Marin; Seen In Wide Area 


The Northern Lights glowed 
early today in the sky over Mar­ 
in. 
So bright was the glow that 
a woman at Stinson Beach call­ 
ed the county fire .department 
to report “Mt. Tamalpais is 
burning.” 
The 
phenomenon 
of 
the 
aurora borealis, very seldom 
seen in these parts, was visible 
in the San Joaquin Valley as 
far south as Bakersfield, as well 
as in Los Angeles, Fullerton, 
Whittier and San Bernardino, 
United Press reported. It was 
seen also throughout the Pa­ 
cific 
Northwest 
and 
Rocky 
Mountain areas. 
In Marin, it was a red glow 
in the sky. But a Transocean

From casual conversations, 
it would appear that almost all 
California men are convinced 
that the law is rigged to help 
the stronger, female sex get 
rich, and send him, if he is 
lucky, to a dingy boarding 
house. 
Yet, in a United Press sur­ 
vey, few attorneys agreed. Most 
said California has one of the 
most equitable property-divi- 
sion laws in the nation. 
Those who defend the Cali­ 
fornia law say the hard-pressed 
divorced man should blame bis 
own financial lacks. It’s not the 
law’s fault that the average 
person 
doesn’t earn enough 
money to support two house­ 
holds. 
In nine out or 10 cases, di­ 
vorces are sought on xone of 
three grounds—usually mental 
cruelty— under which the court 
must award the “innocent par­ 
ty” more than 50 per cent of 
property acquired since m arri­ 
age. However, this could be 51 
or 99 per cent. 
Just how much is up to the 
judge. Except for a few judges 
who try to punish “the guilty 
party,” jurists say that in prac­ 
tice the property is split near­ 
ly 50-50 whatever the grounds 
unless numerous children are 
involved. 
In addition, the man with an 
average income will probably 
be required to pay about 50 
dollars a month in support of 
each child. But he probably will 
not send alimony checks. Only 
one out of seven do. 
This does not leave the wife 
enough money on which to ex­ 
ist, and she either must take a 
job or accept child support 
payments from the departm ent 
of social welfare. 
Judges emphasize that the 
court will not require the hus­ 
band to make payments so 


The property division during 
all this is assailed generally be 
cause husbands don’t feel their 
wives have rightful claim to 
half or more of what they have 
saved from the labors through 
the years. The men don’t think 
the women had that much to 
do with earning it. 
More specifically, the law is 
challenged because when a di­ 
vorce is granted on certain 
grounds—used only occasional­ 
ly — property is split exactly 
even. 
Professor Moffatt Hancock of 
the Stanford School of Law 
says these provisions are un­ 
fair because if a wife deserts 
her husband for example, and 


he sues on ground of desertion 
alone, she receives half the 
property. 
But most divorces are grant­ 
ed under “guilty-innocent” le­ 
gal provisions. As for these de­ 
crees, the lawyers say to the 
man m uttering about the in­ 
justice of it all at stag parties, 
that if he gets a raw deal, he 
should not blame the law, but 
his own gallantry. 
Almost invariably it is the 
woman who seeks the divorce, 
and the man does not even ap­ 
pear in court. Since she filed 
the charges, she automatically 
becomes the “innocent party” 
and is entitled to the larger 
share of the property. 
Not only this, but once a cou­ 
ple has decided on a divorce, 
the husband sometimes goes 
out to deliberately provide her 
with evidence to support her 
accusations. 
Those defending the present 
law say the husband has just 
as much right to seek the great­ 
er share of community proper­ 
ty as his wife. If he doesn’t 
seek it, he has no one to blame 
but himself. 
“It’s a good law,” says Su­ 
perior Court Judge Gordon A. 
Fleury of Sacramento. “It ac­ 
complishes its purpose of pro­ 
tecting the wife and children, 
and still leaves the property 
division mainly up to the dis­ 
cretion of the judge.”

“People aren’t so different”

“ We spent every day at the 
beach,” 
said 
Sharon. The 
Ruas live in Parede, a sub­ 
urb about 12 miles from Lis­ 
bon on what is known as the 
Portuguese 
Riviera. 
Their 
white home with red tile 
roof, which. Sharon said is 
typical of Portuguese houses, 
was right at the water’s edge. 


“Yes,” admitted S h a r o n , 
“there were some attitudes dif­ 
ferent from ours. 
They take 
things much more easily than 
we do. People don’t work so 
hard. They figure they can’t 
get ahead, so why try?” 
Then, there are the social 
customs. 
When you first enter a room, 
you must shake 
hands with 
every single person in the 
room. But on the second meet­ 
ing with the same person, you 
are expected to kiss him or her 
on each cheek. “ For awhile I 
would forget,” laughed Sharon, 
“but they would forgive me be­ 
cause I was an American.” 
The main meal of* the day 
was in the evening, always six 
courses accompanied by wine. 
“One time, it was so funny,” re­ 
called Sharon. “ We went to a 
dinner party and there were 
seven glasses lined up in front 
of each place, 
and of course 
the smallest was for water.” 
Sharon brought home mem­ 


entos of the five bull fights she 
saw in Portugal—a green and 
red cap of wool with a tasseled 
tail like a stocking cap, some­ 
thing always 
worn 
at 
bull 
fights, 
and two paper-fringed 
bandarillas 
wi t h 
authentic 
dried blood from some hapless 
bull. “ But in Portugal the bull 
isn’t killed,” explained Sharon. 
“He can recover.” 


As for her Portuguese— 
“ it was pretty had when I 
arrived, but when I left I 
could get along. 
Also the 
family spoke English—Maria 
went to an English school 
and Manuel just returned in 
August after a year in the 
United 
.States and so he 
spoke American.” 


Sharon even watched from a 
vantage point near the patient’s 
head while Dr. Rua, a noted 
bone surgeon, performed a rib 
operation. 


“ I thought that was unusual,” 
commented Mrs. White yester­ 
day, 
listening while 
Sharon 
tried to compress impressions 
of her unusual summer into a 
short Interview. 


A senior at Katharine Bran­ 
son School in Ross, Sharon is 
the daughter of Mr. and Mrs. 
Vincent L. White of 117 La 
Verne avenue, Mill Valley. She 
has a brother, Norman, 18. 


Would she like to return to 
visit her Portuguese 
family? 
“ Oh, yes,” 
Sharon 
smiled. 
“They have offered me a home 
there whenever I can come.” 


Her future plans? “ It’s hard 
to know,” she replied. Maybe 
something connected with the 
United Nations. First, though, 
she would like to continue 
studying Portuguese.

Patently. Lindsay will be on 
the side of Gov.

Knight,

to 
Knight as “ our good govern­ 
or.” At the same time, he 
claimed Know land, who earli­ 
er decried procrastination on 
the part of the administration 
in solving the state’s water 
problems, was ‘^only doing 
California as a whole a great 
disservice.” 


JUST HOW valuable Lind­ 
say’s support of the Knight 
administration will 
be re­ 
mains to be seen. The Placer 
County assemblyman has had 
something of a hectic career 
himself, having been at one 
lime under investigation by

later years.

no constitutional 
amendment 
defining water 
rights was adopted, 


SEN. KNOWLAND said in 
one of his speeches that he is 
not certain a constitutional 
amendment is necessary at 
the present t*me. Some legis­ 
lators, anxious to delay water 
development, differed 
with 
this opinion. 


Actually, there was little 
leadership in the Legislature 
insofar as water legislation 
w as concerned. 


At this particular point, it 
does not appear there will be 
any firm agreement on the 
part of legislators pointing 
toward a special session this 
fall on water, which Gov. 
Knight said he would call if 
such 
agreement were evi­ 
dent.

And 
they’ll give you an argument 
if you try to pin the “ luxury 
spender” tag on them. 
Last year, retail grocery 
sales totalled $831 per family, 
or about 25 cents out of each 
take-home dollar.

spending at a 41 billion dol­ 
lar clip and supermarkets 
again look for the lion’s share 
of the business.

sell quickly to a captive au­ 
dience. The average woman 
shopper visits the supermar­ 
ket 18 times a month, far 
more often than she goes to 
department, variety or drug 
stores. 


WHEN SHE BUYS a non­ 
food item in the supermarket, 
the lady shopper feels she is 
saving time. And time is im­ 
portant to her. Surveys show 
the 
average shopper buys 
from 13 to 19 items at a 
time and spends 17 to 20 min­ 
utes doing it. The average su­ 
permarket 
trip 
costs 
just 
over $5. 


Supermarkets do all they 
can to encourage unplanned, 
or impulse, spending. The 
shopper 
is 
confronted 
by 
“ dump displays” of attractive­ 
ly packaged and attractively 
priced merchandise in the 
aisles, where they are hard 
to miss. 


SURVEYS REVEAL eight 
out of 10 women make un­ 
planned purchases. However, 
impulse buying is not neces­ 
sarily a dirty word. In many 
cases, women make an un­ 
planned purchase because it 
is something they can use and 
they find it on sale. 


Other factors that lead to 
unplanned buying involve the 
physical set-up of the super­ 
market: 
the 
bright lights, 
bright colors, lovely music, 
holiday atmosphere and the 
ever-present “ free gift” of­ 
fers. 


Supermarkets also thrive 
because of convenient shop­ 
ping hours. The average mar­ 
ket is open 72 hours i week.

Danger 


Signs Told 


CHICAGO (IP) — A Chicago 
sociologist says that teen-agers 
headed for trouble because of 
emotional 
problems 
always 
give early warning signs of 
their difficulties. 
Solomon 0. Lichter, execu­ 
tive director of the Scholarship 
and Guidance Assn., recently 
completed a three-year study of 
the “ unhappy personalities” of 
200 adolescents in the 15 to 17 
year age range. 
“The strange, lonely ones,” 
the 
drifters 
and 
apathetic 
youngsters,” and the belliger­ 
ent teen-agers are headed for 
trouble unless they are diag­ 
nosed early and helped, he 
said. 
The symptoms appear in 
many teen-agers at some time, 
Lichter said. 
He advised par­ 
ents to watch the persistence 
and quality of the symptoms. 
Lichter said the two most 
serious signs of trouble, which 
cal lfor immediate attention, 
are a wide gap between the 
youngster’s innate intelligence 
and his meager accomplish 
ments in school, and a markec 
change for the worse in the 
transition from grade to high 
school. 
Other warning signs, Lichter 
said, 
include: 
withdrawal, 
sometimes 
accompanied 
b y 
“ reading jags” and depression; 
constant 
need 
fo r 
large 
amounts of reassurance; “ drift­ 
ing,” an attitude of helpless­ 
ness and hopelessness; inabil­ 
ity to start or finish tasks; vio­ 
lence for the sake of enjoy 
ment, as opposed to norma 
“ horseplay.”

Ground was broken Tuesday 
for the new Mill Valley office 
of the First National Bank and 
Bank of San Rafael. 
The site of the new bank 
office is on Miller avenue near 
the Mill Valley Safeway store. 
“The growth of Mill Valley, 
especially in the Miller avenue 
district, prompted us to apply 
for permission to open a bank 
here,” said William P. Murray, 
bank president. “We have se­ 
cured that permission and we 
are now going ahead with plans 
to provide a complete banking 
service.” 
The building will be 40 feet 
by 80 feet. There will be eight 
teller windows, one of which 
will be a drive-in window.

Murray has become an ex­ 
perienced hand at breaking 
ground, for the Mill Valley 
bank is the sixth office added 
by the bank since October, 
1950, when First National in­ 
troduced its first branch office 
in Novato. Since then, the bank 
has continued to grow to the 
Tiburon-Belvedere, 
Kentfield, 
Petaluma and Corte Madera 
communities. 


The home office is located at 
Fourth and B streets in San 
Rafael. The bank has been serv 
ing Marin County since 1868. 
"We are proud of our 90- 
year record of helping Marin 
grow,” said Murray.

In a speech to the Radio and 
Television Executives Society, 
Doerfer noted assertions by 
some 
congressmen 
that the 
matter of proposed toll TV 
operations 
is 
outside 
FCC’s 
jurisdiction and should be left 
to Congress. 
He said various proposals, in­ 
cluding bills to outlaw sub­ 
scription TV on existing chan­ 
nels, have been pending in 
Congress for more than four 
years. Saying there is no pres­ 
ent prospect of early action 
there, Doerfer asserted: 
“There comes a time of de­ 
cision, It is better to come to 
a determination one way or 
another within the next few 
weeks, if at all possible, than 
to have the public lose faith 
in the integrity of the adminis­ 
trative process . . . 
“Therefore, 
I 
am 
of the 
firm opinion that both pro­ 
ponents and opponents of sub­ 
scription television are entitled 
to some definite determination 
soon.” 
Doerfer said contentions of 
toll TV opponents that this 
type of service, even on an ex­ 
perimental basis, may lead to 
destruction of “our free tele­ 
vision system was and is en­ 
titled to the most careful con­ 
sideration.” 
“I am aware of no commis­ 
sioner who wishes to destroy 
free television,” he said. “On 
the contrary, their concern is 
how to reconcile a free tele­ 
vision service with a selective 
one—without endangering the 
free system.”

Be Termed A Classic

Compared to 99 per cent 
of the “problem” dramas dish­ 
ed up by Hollywood, “A Hat­ 
ful of Rain” can be tabbed as 
a classic. 
This CinemaScope 
drama, which deals with the 
nightmarish problem of nar­ 
cotics in an adult way, opens 
Sunday at the Tamalpais Thea­ 
ter in San Anselmo. 
Before being adapted for the 
movies, it played to capacity 
houses on Broadway and the 
road.

Assembly Unit 


Looks At Pay 


TV Problems 


LOS ANGELES UP—An As- 
sembly committee has taken its 
first peek at the problems of 
pay television and testimony 
indicated that the field is full 
of complex questions. 


At the outset of the hearing 
here yesterday, Assemblyman 
Louis Francis (R-San Mateo), 
chairman of the Assembly In- 
1erim 
Committee 
on 
Public 
Ltilities and Corporations, said 
the main purpose of the in­ 
quiry was to determine if there 
is need for state laws to regu­ 
late local franchises of pay TV. 


Some hint of the complexity 
of the problem was given when 
Alex Yakutis, deputy legislative 
counsel, reminded the commit­ 
tee that the state Supreme 
Court recently held that a com­ 
munity antenna service estab­ 
lished by private companies in 
isolated communities to im­ 
prove reception was not a pub­ 
lic utility. 


He added that the state’s 
powers in the wire transmis­ 
sion field are not clearly de­ 
fined and it is not definitely 
known what jurisdiction the 
state would have over closed 
circuit television. 
Melvin E. Mezek, utility en­ 
gineer for the state Public Util­ 
ities Commission, said that al­ 
though the PUC regulates tele­ 
phone companies it is doubt­ 
ful if the commission could 
regulate the services of a lessee 
of telephone company facilities. 
Pay TV would use facilities of 
telephone companies. 
Jordan Beyer, a representa­ 
tive of the National Jerrold Sys­ 
tems, said that there may not 
be any pay television at all. 
He said top officials of the 
American Telephone and Tele­ 
graph Co. have not yet finally 
determined whether they will 
be able to burden their facili­ 
ties with the additional load 
which closed circuit pay TV 
would impose. 
The committee decided to 
have a telephone company rep­ 
resentative at its next hearing. 
Another question raised by 
committee members was the 
possibility of a wide variance 
in local franchises granted to 
pay-TV 
concerns 
throughout 
the state. It was then reported 
that the League of California 
Cities is drafting uniform fran­ 
chises and contracts. 
Bernard Brennan, an attor­ 
ney for Skiatron TV, Inc., said 
his company’s system would 
operate basically within cities. 
He said pay TV would not 
compete 
with 
regular 
free 
shows of the public service va­ 
riety, such as newscasts and 
such events as the Pasadena 
Tournament of Roses. . 
Brennan said the present 
policy of pay TV is to be abso­ 
lutely free of advertising. He 
said there will undoubtedly be 
great pressure from advertis­ 
ers, however, to move into this 
field. 
Jerome L. Doff, vice presi­ 
dent of Skiatron, estimated that 
it would cost approximately 
$12,000,000 to set up its sys­ 
tem in Los Angeles County. 
Broley E. Travis, chief of the 
valuation division of the state 
Board of Equalization, said the 
board could not collect ad val­ 
orem taxes from pay TV com­ 
panies unless they were certi­ 
fied by the Public Utilities 
Commission.

Hole Opens Up In Earth, 


Swallows English Town 


FARNSWORTH, Eng (IF)—A 
crazily growing hole in the 
ground swallowed up homes 
and property in this manufac­ 
turing community today and 
sent 10,000 inhabitants into 
.near panic. 


About 50 houses on three 
streets had plunged into the 
cavity by this morning and po­ 
lice said was growing at the 
rate of six inches on hour. 


Residents of other homes in 


the area were evacuated by po­ 
lice and firemen. 
The mysterious hole started 
as a tiny cave-in early yester­ 
day. 
At dawn it suddenly spread 
into a gaping hole which swal­ 
lowed up two houses. 


Within minutes other houses 
on the block started trembling. 
Police ran down the street 
warning inhabitants of the 
closely packed dwellings in this 


Lancashire community. 
Many ran out into the streets 
in their pajamas and watched 
helplessly as their homes and 
belongings tumbled into the 
growing hole. 
Ry this morning the zig-zag 
cavity was 30 yards across, 800 
yards long and 20 to 30 feet^ 
deep. 
An estimated 200 police and 
firemen helped householders 
move furniture out of their 
threatened homes and set up 
emergency eating and sleeping 
facilities. 
The cause of the hole was un­ 
known.

‘‘That day three sun tanned 
little faces smiled as they wav­ 
ed me a happy goodby and so 
importantly went on their way 
to school. I wanted to call them 
back to tell them how lonesome 
it would be. 


“Mr. Motorist, I wanted to 
kiss them once more . . . 
Then I saw you take that 
corner—tires screaming, car 
out of control. 


“What was your hurry? Were 
you late for work? Were you 
angry at someone? 
‘‘Surely not my three. I am 
sure you would not want to 
run your screaming tires over 
their happy faces intentionally, 
erasing forever the smiles they 
had for me. 
“But, Mr. Motorist, children 
are very forgiving in life and 
—I’m sure—in death. 
They 
would if they could, pat your 
hand and feel sad that because 
of one tragic moment you are 
left to live over and over again 
how your love of speed took 
three lives. 


“I don’t hate you any 
more. I feel sorry for you. I 
can still see those smiling 
little faces as they wave me 
goodby.” 


The letter was signed. Un­ 
der the signature this post­ 
script: 
“Another year. And 
once again your flowers arrive. 
They 
are 
beautiful. 
Thank 
you.” 
The newspaper sent report­ 
er Charles Neiswender to in­ 
vestigate. He talked with a

friend

writer. She told him the letter 
was written four years ago on 
the first anniversary of the 
tragedy. It was written but 
never intended to be mailed to 
the man who was driving the 
car. The friend sent the letter 
to the paper, which printed it 
yesterday. 
The motorist? 


He still sends the mother 
flowers on each anniversary 
of the children’s death. 


And the mother? 
She couldn’t write a letter 
now. For in her mind she still 
waves goodby to the smiling 
faces of her children. 
The tragedy was too much. 


She is in a mental hospi­ 
tal, hopelessly insane. 


Mass Air Transport 
Seen In Decade 
ITHACA, N.Y. (IP) — T. P. 
Wright, vice president for re­ 
search at Cornell University 
and president of the Cornell 
Aeronautical 
Laboratory 
in 
Buffalo, N.Y., predicts that 
there will be mass air trans­ 
portation within 10 or 15 years. 
The former Civil Aeronautics 
Administration 
administrator 
envisaged a substantial use of 
passenger aircraft with vertical 
takeoff and landing capabili­ 
ties in 20 years as well as some 
planes with supersonic cruise 
speeds of 1,125-1,500 miles per 
hour. 
Wright said there will be a 
12 per cent increase per year 
in United States air travel 
through 1960—an increase to 
35 billion passenger miles, and 
an increase to 64.5 billion pas­ 
senger miles by 1965. He said 
world travel would increase by 
17 per cent by 1965.

Force is setting up its first 
ballistic 
missile 
division 
at 
Cooke Air Force Base, Lompoc. 
To be known as the 1st Mis­ 
sile Division, the unit will have 
charge of training intermediate 
and 
intercontinental 
missile 
units. 


An Air Force spokesman 
said yesterday that the new 
division will direct the activi­ 
ties of the 704th Strategic Mis­ 
sile Wing at Cooke as well as 
units to be activated in the 


future. 
An air division normally con­ 
tains two wings and serves as 
an 
administrative 
headquar­ 
ters. 
Col. William A. Sheppard, 
Palos Verdes Estates, will com­ 
mand the new missile division 
which is being set up under su­ 
pervision of Maj. Gen. B. A. 
Schriever. 
A spokesman said a ballistic 
missile wing is expected to 
have about 3,000 officers and 
men. The 704th, however, may 


have as many as 4,000 because 
it will be the agency which 
trains combat units at Cook®, 
The spokesman said the Air 
Force does not plan a missile 
firing range at Cooke. There 
will be launching pads and mis­ 
siles will be put through static 
firings—that is, their rockets 
engines will be run while they 
are tied down. 


For actual rocket firings, 
missile units will be sent to 
the test center at Patrick Air 
Force Base. Fla.
